If placed 
end t.> eud, they would cover eleven 
miles of ground, Tholr weight totals 
C1.0UU tons, and the aggregate cost ot 
their construction amounts to six mll- 
llon doil.it s. 

Oy such statements as these, Mr. 
Unincke, Urldgo Engineer of Uie Na- 
tional Transcontinental Hallway, who 
addressed the members of the McGill 
Ftalhvay Club In the Englnecrlnc 
Uuildlng last night kopt the attention 
of his audience. With lantern views, 
lie Illustrated how the corporation had 
met and removed the obstacles placed 
011 the line of route by nature. 

The huge railway, he said, la divided 
Into two divisions. Western and East- 
ern the Western division covering the 
distance from Winnipeg to the coast 
approximately 1,800 miles; and tho 
Eastern division front Winnipeg to 
Quebec ah. mi 1,745 miles. All of this 
has been built except for a gap ot 
miles in British Columbia which 
.•ill be completed by tho end of Sep- 
tember, 1914, 

The first difficulty encountered was 
tho two transportation problems U> 
forgetting the preliminary surveys on 
the scene and (2> to Kid tho contractors 
supplies on the lino alter completion of 
survey* Owing to the natural 
waterways this was easily solved in 
summer but hi winter they had to fol- 
low the system ot don teams as used 
in the far north. 

The first two slides, were taken In 
Quebec, one of the typical concrete via- 
duct* which It constructed of stone 
would take from l."> to 'JO yens to com- 
plete. He also stated thai If It Wen; 

noi for concrete the railway would 
never have been constructed. The oth- 
er slide, al first sight looked like it vol- 
cano or mountain but closer Inêpoctton 
revealed tho fact that it was merely 
an SO foot fill. 

One Of the longest viaducts was the 
one over Kittle Salmon Hiver, this 
bridge was 4. hum feet long and :M0 feet 
above the water level.

A special track was 
i.d along the bottom of the valley and 
ara loaded with the materials were 
•un along this track. A double armed 
lerrick worked from the end and con- 
structed eac h span as It went along, 
Another method used was this. The

One of the oldest of tho local denom- 
inational Institutions I.* the Wesloyan 
Theological College. It was founded

Church "of Canada, Its object was to 
train candidates for the ministry.

In 1879 an Act of Incorporation was ob- 
tained from the Legislature of the Pro- 
vince of Quebec. At the same time 
the collego was affiliated with McGIU 

University. 

The various Methodist bodies of Can- 
ada combined In lSSfi to form the 
"Methodist Church of Canada." How- 
aver, the college maintained the same 
relation to the new body as It had pre- 
viously hold us one of the Connexlonal 
Educational Institutions. 

The charter was amended in 1SS7 so 
thnt the college had the power to confer 
degrees tn Divinity. These degrees 
were B.D.. D.D.. and S.T.D. 

•In. the fall of 1912 the Congregational 
Diocesan, Presbyterian and Wesleyan 
colleges combined to undertake

The work of the college Is divided Into 
six courses. These Include a .Matri- 
culation course as prescribed by the 
universities, a course In Arts as pre- 
scribed by McGill University, a college 
course for Probationers as prescribed 
by the General Conference, a course 
for Probationers who nre graduates 
in Arts, or are pursuing the Ai ts course, 
a course for the degree of B.D., and a 
course leading to the degree S.T.D. 

The matriculation course consists 
lof a preparatory training before enter- 
ing college in which time :i lew theo- 
logical subjects are taken up. For 
those taking a course in Arts arrange- 
ments are made whereby the students 
may take a portion of their course in

Tin- story of the "Ghost 
Ureaker" is almost Identical, but In- 
stead of a bridge, we have a castle in 
Spain; the bad man is a duke in love 
with the heroine, the heroine is a prin- 
ces» In love with an American, and 
the hero is the aforesaid American in 
love with the princess. So here we 
have a triangle and regarding It— as 
in Buclid- several problems which at 
first seem rather difficult to solve, 
but of course, there is a way out of 
each of them, and this Is shown us to 
our satisfaction just before the end of 
the play, thai is just before "she" falls 
Into "his" nrms. 

The "Ghost Ureaker" is Mellow-dram- 
mer. and very mellow at that, It is not 
as serious a melodrama as "Within 
the Law." nor as Intense as "Alias 
Jimmy Valentine," but Ju«t an ordin- 
ary good melodrama with not a few 

thrills, three or four surprises, plenty 
of comedy both of the high ami low 
Variety, four real good sellings anil two 
beautiful tableaux. Taken all In all, 
the. "Ghost Ureaker," though the de- 
nouement is rather obvious and the 
plot Just a bit strained, ritlll affords 
ample opportunity for a dozen or so 
of capable actors and actresses to dis- 
play their talents: it Is a fine even- 
ing's entertainment for one desirous 
of something not too serious.

Carlos', Duke d'Alva, 
Tlie comedy— horseplay, yet productive 
of many laughs— was furnished in 
abundance by Sam .1. Burton as Rusty 
Snow, a negro servant, afraid of ghosts.

<">ne is mid ocean at night and the 
other is the exterior of the castle, also 
ai night. Doth of these are really re- 
markable products of the electricians 
art— if it may be called such— and add 
greatly to the beauty of the produc- 
tion.

The investigators propose that six- 
years be assigned to the eloini ntary 
school Instead of eight as at prc-..|.t:

18 lo Jo, or lil to so, according to the 
method of distributing the last two 
secondary years; and that graduate or 
professional work at a university cr.vi r 
the years from 'JO to 24. This would 
enable boys and girls to get ami. le 
vocational training after the age ,,f 
12; it would enable those who gd on 
to college to get through their Col- 
lege work at the age of 20; and il 
would save the professional man from 
having lo wait iinlil 27 to start his 
professional career. 

To save on elementary schooling 
the investigators urge: "Include the 
last two years of the present ele- 
mentary school in the period of sec- 
ondary educatidn ami begin the simly 
of foreign language, elementary 
algebra, constructive geometry, ele- 
mentary science and hlslorv two vears 
earlier than at present."

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McGILL VERSUS TORONTO 



The climax of the scheduled football season will be reached 
on Saturday when the McGill and Toronto teams come together in 
a contest which will decide whether the Intercollegiate champion- 
ship is to remain at McGill, or whether another game will be neces- 
sary in order to establish the supremacy of either team. Both have 
improved wonderfully since the first of the season and will be keyed 
up to the highest pitch when they go out on the field. 

McGill and the University of Toronto, have been rivals in 
sport ever since the formation of the Intercollegiate Union. In 
football, hockey, track athletics, basketball and, in fact, every form 
of sport, teams representing these two universities usually have to 
fight it out for the premier honors. Even when one of the pair is out 
of the running, a thing which has seldom happened, the outcome of 
any game in which they clash is always doubtful, and is usually 
worth going miles to see. 

A situation such as the present one has not developed since 
nineteen hundred and six. In that year the standing of the two 
teams was identical with the present one in every respect. With the 
game at Toronto still to be played, it was necessary for McGill to 
win in order to secure the championship, while a defeat would mean 
a tie-up. The McGill team won out after one of the hardest fights 
ever seen on a Canadian gridiron. Since that time Varsity has only 
been defeated once on their own field. Ottawa College accom- 
plished this feat in nineteen hundred and seven. 

Whether McGill will be able to repeat the success of the team 
of seven years ago remains to be s^en, but the team are going up to 
Toronto determined to win and if they do not, it will be because the 
(Toronto fourteen will have played superior football. The test will 
undoubtedly be a severe one but both players and coach are putting 
forth every effort to ensure success. Last year Shaughnessy did 
wonders with the McGill team the week previous to the play-off in 
Ottawa, and McGill won without much trouble in spite of the fact 
that indications pointed to a victory for the Blue and White. To- 
ronto do not appear to be as strong this season as compared with the 
Red and White, but nevertheless are good enough to win out 
against any team that fails to play perfect football. 

Owing to the importance of the game, it is now almost the sole 
topic of conversation about the University and a large crowd will 
probably go up to Toronto for the occasion. A special rate has been 
secured and if a sufficient number take the trip, a train may be chart- 
ered. Everything points to a large excursion of rooters on Friday, 
and as the cheering is always a factor in a team's success the larger 
the number, the greater is the team's chance of winning.

Hoes straight 
or spiral hair point most often to cap- 
acity- Do soft and stiff hair speak 
the same or a varying message as tip 
tiie character ami mental endowments 
of the owner?"' 

To afford some basis for an answer 
to these questions, the writer proceeds 
to classify men of genius according to 
the characteristics of their hair, it 
having been previously determined by 
-Mr. Kassel that blue and gray eyes 
predominate among persons of- dis- 
tinction, it might be expected, he says, 
that such men would alsq be f.ilr- 
halred, but this is not the case. Cele- 
brated men seem usually to have had 
dark hair. To give only a few of the 
examples cited, among the possessors 
of black hair we have Matthew Arn- 
old, Coleridge, Sir Thomas Moore. Ib- 
sen, Paul Jones, Charles Lamb, Web- 
ster, and Whlttier. classified some- 
what vaguely as "dark" is the hair of 
Browning, the elder pumas, Irving, 
Landor, Parkman, Stevenson, and Tvn- 
nyson. Urown was the hair-color of 
Bryant, Charles XII., Captain Cook, 
Cromwell. Longfellow, Gordon, Grant, 

Kelts, Napoleon, Milton, Shelley, 

Charles Sumner, and Washington, with 
seres of other notables. The light- 

haired celebrities are few, although 
they muster some strong names, such 

as those of Thackeray. Runyan, An- 
drew Jackson. Lowell, Swinburne, and 

Savonarola, Tin- writer does not find 
a single man of genius whose hair is 
described as "yellow."

against coarse, bristling hair, tin- per- 
sonal qualities of Napoleon and Andrew 
Jack-on are not unworthy of note In 
connection with the structuré of the. 
hair in those oases, and the Indian- 
like hair of Webster, perhaps, we may 
associate with the coarse strain that 
betrayed itself noi Infrequently In the 
character of that distinguished person- 
age; hut the wiry hair of Lowell is 
a warning against too hasty a general- 
ization, and the straight hair of Cries 
may read to us a valuable lesson 

against carrying too far the notion that 
wavy hair is the unfailing accompani- 
ment of the artistic genius." 

The general conclusions of the wri- 
ter he states are as follows: 

"Olenitis WOUld seem to abide chiefly 

with tin- class of humanity called by 
Huxle) the 'Xanthachrolc,' with their 
tall Stature and blue or gray eyes ; 

but the hair of that type ranges from 
straw-color lo chestnut, whereas tho 
hair of genitis, as we have seen, Is In 
the very largo majority ot cases dark.

"It must be confessed, however, af- 
ter all is said, that anything beyond
